this fursooth, is to calm the country at the pre- 
sent, and ensure its future tranquility. It would 
do irreparable mischief if it were to offect this. 
That country never will, never ought to be calm 
and contented, till the blessings of civilization, 
and the rights of humanity, are extended and se- 
cured to the lowest ranks of its society. What 
are we to do with Ireland? Legislate on her 
behalf, in the spirit of philanthropy, and with 
the lights of wisdom and experience develop her 
immense interna! resources hitherto anexplored 
—almost entouched—iatredace in behalf of her 
distressed population a moderate system of poor 
laws, the machinery of which the very attempt 
would create—diiluse, in spite of priestly do- 
mination, the benefits of christian education— 
employ the starving people, which are and must 
be fed, but whose labours you now lose, as well 
as destroy their characters by consigning them 
to involuntary idleness and mendicancy—-and 
finally, while you legislate about and against 
the poor, dare to touch the culpable and heart- 
less rich, the deserters and enemies of their 
country; aad if they ase dead to other and wor- 
thier motives, compel then by pecuniary mulcts 
to repay soine of their duties to that seciety to 
which they owe their all—duties which they 
are disposed to pay by words enly. [Cheers.} 
Let them thus afford employment and bread toa 
population never adequately employed, always 
suffering (rom went,-and pumished to the utmost 
verge of human endurance. These, sir, are the. 
means, simple and obvious, though ridiculed by 
theoretic folly, and rejected by inveterate selfish- 
ness, which would, and in no long time, regene- 
rate Ireland and repay the wrongs of many gene- 
rations. But, sir, lreland—degraded, deserted, 
oppressed, pillaged—is turbulent; and you listen 
to the selfish recommendations of her agitators. 
You seek not to kaow, or, knowing, you wilful- 
ly neglect, her real distresses. If you can calm 
the agitated surface of society, you heed not 
that fathomless. depth of misery, sorrow and 
distress, whose troubled waves may still heave 
and swell unseen and utterly disregarded; and 
this, forsooth, is patriotism. Ircland asks of 
you « fish, and you generously give her a ser- 
pent; bread, and you proffez her Rowan catholic 
emancipation. Aad this, sir, 1 presume is con- 
strued to be the taking into our consideration the 
whole situation of Ireland, [Loud Cheering.] 
—Turning then from the consideration of Ire- 
land, re the sacrifice of protestantiem, 
would be a curse instead of a remedy, let us 
see what is the nature of the proposition, and 
what its effects as it regards the empire at 
large. It amounts, sir, to this—an inroad on 
the constitution of the country, and a prepara- 
t movement towards its finel destruction. 





All the rights the constitution creates are con- 


ditional; if this implies disabilities and inctu- 
sions, the constitution of England is founded upon 
them. But they are such as are imposed for 
the general good, and they have hitherto pro- 
moted and secured #t. The meditated alteration 
militates against the letter, and destroys the 
spirit. of that constitution. It demands qualifi- 
cations, or, if you please, im disabilities ofa 
two fold nature on all whom it calls to serve 
the public in the legislative or judicial functions, 
or allows to be qualified for that purpose. And 
first, it demands a pecuniary qualification. 
From the freeholders of England who elect 
—from the members of parliament who are 
elected—from the legislature who make our 
laws; from our magistrates who administer them, 
and even from our juries who finally determine 
as to their application, it still demands a pe- 
cuniary qualification; and it does so, as I con- 
ceive, on very intelligible grounds, because it 
appeared expedient to identify the authorities 
of the country with its permanent interests, 
and again, and more emphatically, because the 
possession of property was deemed the most 
eneral, though certainly not the infallible evi- 
Tepes of that information and knowledge which 
are 80 essential to the dus discharge of those 
important functions which exist only for the 
benefit of all. It is thus our constitution seeks 
to embody, not the ignorance and passions, but 
the wisdom and intelligence of the community. 
Political radicals seek to do away with this 
pecuniary qualification, and for reasons which 
will acquire. tenfold foree if the measure be- 
fore us is suffered to pass. For, sir, the con- 
stitution of Englard assumes a still more sa- 
cred character in demanding, and hitherto with 
far greater certainty and scrupulosity, a moral 
qualification from all who make or adminis- 
ter, in the higher functions of the state, the 
laws of this realm. It has not only made 
christianity part and parcel of the law of the 
land, but it has constituted its pure and reform- 
ed profession an essential ingredient in the es- 
tablished government; and as long as I am 
permitted to think that principles are the 
springs of practice—that christianity is better 
than infidelity—that its pusest and most libe- 
ral form is preferable to its most bigoted and 
corrupt one—so long, in spite of the liberalism 
of the day, which is only another term for that 
spirit which strikes at the root of christianity, 
aye, and in a neighbewring country, soon hew- 
ed down the treeo—I presume to think jt has 
donc so most wisely. [ am aware, sir, of the 
hacknied assertion first put forth by Mr. Paine, 
that we have nothing to do with religion, as 
being a matter between man and his God, and 
I subscribe to it. But that we have nothing 
to do with religion as between man and mau 
I utterly deny. Todo otherwise would be to 
disclaim the doctrines of the Scripture, the dic- 
tates of common sense, the experience of the 
christian world—the utility of any religion what- 
soever. If, sir, the profession of christianity 
in its purest form be the best guaraniee of the 
faithful discharge of the private and social 
duties, it is much more so of those high and im- 
portant functiuns on which the character and 
happiness of millions depend, and it was thus 
eur ancestors judged and acted in founding 
and establishing our constitution. Nor was it 
with a view merely to secure to the cuuntry the 
full advantage of protestant principles, the best 
and most efficient form of christianity upon 
earth, but to exclude popish ones—undoubied- 
ly the worst—that they thus decided, identify- 
ing the latter, as they had abundant reason to 





do, with cruelty, tyranny, and arbitrary power; 
believing it to be detrimental tothe interest 
and ‘morals of the community, and having had 
full expenence as to its tendency greatly to 
weaken, if not withdraw, that allegiqgace which 





1s due to the sovereign power of this protestant 
empire. But the moral qualification now term- 
led disabilities, is, it seems, to be sacrificed: 
and yet these lawyers in abundance, statesmen 
without number, tell us this is in perfect ac- 
cordance with the spirit of the constitution, | 


have already said, that our political radicals seek 
to do away with the pecuniary qualification; oar 
religious radicals, for such they are whatever 
they denominate themselves, wish to destroy 
the moral one. They allege that the superior 
light and information whigh has dawned upon 
the Romizh faith has changed its character, and 
made it a fitting alliance for a protestant 
King end parliament. But has not the same 
amelioration been asserted, and far more truly, 
regarding the unrepresented part of the British 
community? and yet they were dispersed and 
put down; their agitators were never listened 
to; they were, on the contrary, forcibly appre- 
hended, tried and punished. But sir, the 
popish agitators were tolerated in infinitely more 
seditious practices, if not actually encouraged 
by those who had the power to put them down, 
in order, as many think, to make out a case 
for putting down the constitution. But, sir, 
the very principle that our ancestors thas hap- 
pily established, which has produced such in- 
estimable benefits to this hitherto prosperous 
country, is now, it seems, to be annihiliated— 
all our securities are to be destroyed ‘‘at one 
fell swoop!”’ The time is come, we are told, 
when the questio: must be adjusted. Sir, the 
adjustment of a disquieted question generally 
terminates in some mutual concessions, some 
reciprocal advantages: but here the reciprocity 
is clearly all on one side. The protestant 
faith surrenders every thing, receiving nothing. 
Even the securities so much talked of, vanish 
at last into mere shadows. The measure, we 
are told, is satisfactory; but to whom? To the 
most zealous and devoted of the adherents of 
the popish cause, in all the pride of its growing 
demands and insatiable preteasions; and it is 
moreover accepted as the certain presage of 
better things to come But securities. The 
lord lieutenancy, an office of pageantry, is, it 
seems, to be continued protestant But what 
protestant caros an iota about that, surrounded, 
as the individual holding it will certainly ba, 
by popish advisers? The office of Lord Chan- 
cellor is similarly reserved; but a Roman Catho- 
lic may be First Lord of the Treasury, exer- 
cising, therefore, far greater patronage. ‘Lhe 
place of a King, as a learned lord expresees 
it, must, it appears, still remain protestant; 
but some bigoted devotee of Rome may con- 
quer his way to the royal presence, be his prime 
minister, and become viceroy over him. But, 
sir, this last reservation I confess heightens 
the objection I have to the measure into ab- 
horrence and disgust. What, sir, after having 
established, by a solemn act, the doctrine that 
ceascience ought to be left free and unrestrain- § 
ed—that disabilities of the nature sought to 

be removed inflict a disgrace upon the feehngs 
of those whom they effect intolerable to good 

and generous minds, worse than prosecution, 

nay, than death iteelf?—how do you apply it? 

—Why, sif, you propose to sear this braud high 

upon the forehead, deep into the heart of 
your prince—you render the sear more visible, 

the insult more poignant—by making him the 

solitary individual whose hereditary rank must 
be so held and transmitted. Freedom of con- 
science to all subjects, but none to your King. 
Throw open. wide the portals of legislation that 
a Duke of Norfolk may take his Seat in your 
senate, but burl from his loftier seat there, the 
throne of this realm, a Duke of Lancaster, if 
he exercise the same privilege, if he presume 
to have a conscience, Hitherto, sir, the Bri- 
tish constituti in is uniform, fair, equal. It de- 
mands the same moral qualitication, as I have 
already observed, from us all, The liberal 
school have long proclaimed that these essen- 
tial securities imply slavery; and the ministers 
who have adopted their political creed, never- 
theless, are content, may propose, that the 
King should be the only proclaimed slave ia 
his dominions. But if the bill should pass, 
which God avert! if no other and fitter indi- 
vidual should stand up in favour of the then 
insulted feelings of his sovereign, [ will. Whe- 
ther the exception is introduced to blind the 
eyes of some under the guise of a security, or 
however intended, I will propose that, amidst 
this general emancipation, the king shall not 
be bound; that in the very acme of liberal le- 
gislation the king should not receive a marked 
insult—that his future religious profession shall 
be delivered from the taint of this solitary dic- 
tation, that his conscience shall be free. 1 will 
move, sir, an amendment omitting that clause 

It may be said, the monarch will have still a 
choice. Certainly. Aud have those in whose 
favour youare about to throw down the ram- 
parts of the constitution, have they at present 
less? But, Sir, this measure does not merely 
affect the feelings and the character—I say it 
touches the title of the king.—Reverse the at- 
tainder upon property, and the natural conse- 
quences are obvious. Proclaim the equal right 
and eligibility of all religions to all offices of 
state amongst us, ye emancipators, and remind 
us of the millions of subjects who demand the 
declaration and concession, and allude to the 
scores of millions who back their demand else- 
where, and the moment the king shall sign such 
a bill, in what position will you have placed 
him? While the constitution of the country 
stands as our revered and not hitherto rival- 
led ancestors framed it and transmitted it down 
to us, namely, strictly protes ant, excludin, 

from power (and from power only) the devote 

adherants of a cruel, tyrannous and super- 
stitious church, nothing can -be more clear, 
consistent, and indwputable, than the royal 
title; take away that protestant character,— 
nothing less sp. The privileges of protes- 
tantism as hitherto maintained, constituted the 
royal title deeds of his august family—that 
which became the actual transfer of the estate 
which he holds in parliament, and in the country; 
and in what attitude do his legal and constitu- 
tional advisers place themselves who recom- 
mend their surrender? No surrender! Who 
dares urge him to sign an instrument to that ef- 
feci? It wasthe very ascendancy, new a by- 
word of abuse, and which I observe Mr. O*Con- 
nell exults in saying is gone for ever,1 say, 
which first introduced into these realms the il- 
lustrious and patriot line which now governs us, 
which still forms at once the pillar and founda- 
tion of the throne; which combines its title with 
the very elements of our constitution; which 
identifies it with our liberties; which consgcrates 
it with the sanctities of our religion; iu a word, 
which proclaims, by the unanimous suffrages of 
all our institutions well as in all our heart, 

Georye IV. as the rightful King of the first pro- 
testant empire upon earth. (Loud cheers. ) 

Is it true that the Act of Settlement is yet, I 
believe, to remain—an Act which was with dif. 
ficulty passed, and passed at last by a majority of 
one only; by a parliament exclusively protestant; 
but it will be, of course, more zealously support- 
ed, both as ty iis letier and spirit, by one partly 
papist. But, sir, | am adverse from resting the 
royal title upon a mere Act of Parliament, or ra- 
ther upon a reservation in that Act upon “inky 
blots and rotten parchment bonds,’’—instead of 
the firm foundation of our protestant constitution, 
I feel persuaded, therefore, that whatever be- 
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comes of the legal, the proposcd measure touches | 
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the moral title of the King. I feel confident, 
circumstanced as the succession is in 
to other heirs, whose claims the celebrated Mr. 
Buller has so plainly traced, that he whom the 
bill would chiefly would feel his generous 
heart wounded by the circumstances in which he 
would then find himself placed in reference to 
rights that must morally revive, however weak- 
ly they might be maintained. For these reasons, 
I will, as an humble individual, resist the present 
measure to the fast. [I am aware that it is said 
that there is no danger where the population is, 
generally speaking, protestant; but danger or 
none, I am adverse from insulting a high minded 
and generous prince by practically showing him 
that the principle which seated him on the throne 
is unjustifiable, and no longer worthy of preser- 
vation, though we will condescend, nevertheless, 
to support him now he is there. I am opposed, 
sir, to this change in the character of the royal 
title. In one word, instead of resting it upon 
the universal spirit of the constitution, and fold- 
ing the royal robe round the throne and the al- 
tar, you bang it on the peg of a solitary legal 
exception or two, ridiculous in themselves, and 
insulting in their nature and effects. The right 
honorable Secretary has indeed said that the pe- 
titions poured into the house, numerous and re- 
spectable beyond all former example since there 
was a house to receive them, afford the best se- 
curity on this occasion. But he has heard his 
new friends, night after night, scrutinize those 
petitions as emanating fiom poverty, folly, igao- 
rance, and bigotry. Other reasons, powerful, as 
I think, in themselves, and far more important in 
reference to their results, press for utterance. — 
Bat I will not trespass on the patience of the 
house by adducing them. I would rather recall 
to its memory those which have been deli 
by the right honorable Secretary of the State, 
accompanied with the consequences with which 
he so often and so ably connected them—deli- 
vered, I say, from this place, which bestill keeps, 
I regret to say, much more tenaciously than his 
principles. Those, however, have not lost their 
weight in the country, and he has now the hard 
task of answering them himself. ‘No talents ia- 
ferior to his own, I speak it sincerely, would be 
competent to such a task. He can, however, 
like Hudibras, ‘* Confute, change sides, and stil! 
cenfute;’’ and hjs new friends assure him that 
this is the true, dignified, consistent, and patrio- 
tic course. But, if I waive any farther arpu- 
ments on this important subject, I will novubthen 
less make a solitary remark upon the extraordi- 
Mary nature of those reasonings which are urged 
in defence and support of the present fatal mea- 
sure. Thus, one party asserts, and is believed, 
that popery has lost its power, and it may, 
therefore, be trusted; another, on the contrary, 
says that its adherents are now so formidable in 
numbers, and so overwhelming in power, that its 
claims must be yes, One maintains that ite 
spirit is cha and meliorated: another that it 
is unchanged and: unchangeable. One that the 
conduct of its rs is so excellent, peace- 
able, and foyal, that they merit to be admitted 
into power; another that they are so united, tur- 
bulent, and factious that it is unsafe to keep 
them ovt, Both opinions are gospel. One as- 
sures us that its admission into the citadel of the 
‘constitution will etreagthen established 
church; another hopes that sech admission will 
lead to that union with other bodies unfriendly 
to it, which will effect its final downfall. One 
would think, I say, that arguments so opposite 
Same neatralize — ene But, ne! so long 
as they are rom different mouths are 
all held onions st 

In this general attack tle arrows may be shot 
from different quarters, but while they are all 
aimed at one central mark—Protestantism—they 
are the more certain the more varied the posi- 
tion whence they are discharged. England 
ought to take her lessons of liberality from the 
surrounding nations.—In none of these coun- 
tries, I am prepared to prove, is liberty so well 
understood or so largely exercised as in this hap- 
py country; and yet England, the birth-place of 
freedom, is by these gentlemen seat abroad on a 
sort of Ulyssean tour to learn the rudiments, 
and imbibe the spirit, of freedom; to pick up 
the crumbs of liberality « hich fall from the ta- 
bles where tyranny and superstition have been 
feasting for generations. But I will not dwell 
on this degrading consideration, but proceed to 
observe that if ewe object to this change in the 
constitution of our country in itself, we resist it 
yet more strenuously in consideration of its cer- 
tain consequences. That the real liberties of 
the people will be put in jeopardy, I feel confi- 
dent; that the Church of England and Ireland 
will be placed in peril the moment this bill is 
passed, is certain; it will and must lead to those 
measures as sure as consequences result from 
causes, which will complete its fa!l.. This indi- 
vidual act may, indeed, recognise its rights; 
what may the next do, when you have reinforced 
the ranks of legislation by a number of its im- 
placable and conscientious enemies? The real 
object of attack, as has been often asserted 
here, is the establishment, or rather its privi- 
leges and immunities. The war is commenced, 
and in this place. The first parallel is nearly 
completed—it may point diagonally—another 
will be marked out in an opposite direction till 
the whole will be completed, till the gates of 
the constitution will have been approached, the 
breach effected, its ancient ramparts levelled 
with the dust, and the final triumph will be over 
the most tolerant, the most learned, and the 
most efficient religious establishment which an 
country has ever yet been blessed with. And, 
sir, can any man flatter himself that even when 
this is destroyed a long and uniriterrupted reign 
of quietness and peace is to ensue? No, When 
the vietim has been hunted down, the same 
pack, which are even now upon ber haunches, 
will scent fresh game, and the cry against our 
remaining institutions will be renewed with re- 
doubled vigour, till nothing be left worth either 
attack or defence. I ses, indeed, an oath is to 
be taken that verbally forbids Roman Catholics 
who take it from harming the establishment; but 
such must be more or less than men to be en- 
abled to keep such an oath. Totally inefficient 
as a securily, it is immoral to present it to 
them: it establishes a war between words and 
principles, and oaths and conscience, and 
which will finally prevail needs no explanation, 
When a number of Roman Catholics, then, shall 
have become seated in this house, that they 
shall not be sup to lessen the influence 
and finally to destroy a church which they con- 
scientiously abhor, is absurd. That they should 
not make common cause for a similar 
with other parties, inspired by similar views and | 
feelings, is impossible.

together; and, wently, holding the 
ba between the other different parties in 
the state—such, gee lly that of the Revole- 
tion and Act -of settlemént —-deliverances, 
which, if they could have been accomplished at 
all, could have been secured only by wading to 
the liberty of England seas of blood, 
had not popery been ex from the lezisla- 
ture of the country. But some apologies are 
made, some reasons given for these portentous 
changes, whieh | shall briefly notice. And, fret, 
it is said the time is come when this question 
ought to be adjusted. Of ail the times in which 
this measure has been praposed, this is undeniably 
the worst, because the latest. On many former 
occasions, sr, when the present ministers oppo- 
sed this measure, the concession uld have 
been accepted as a boon; it will be now sullenly 
taken as the recovery of a just but long dieput- 
ed debt; one insultingly withbeld, and at last re- 
luctantly granted. It will, I know, be accepted, 
but it will receive its chief value as being the 
certain means of extorting fresh concessigns, ai!

them, I am persuaded, will be long withheld, not- 
withstanding the new pledges of those who 
have so nobly redeemed their old ones. If it be 
a measure within itself, and safe in its conse- 
qoenes, it ought to have been granted from the 
rst, and ministers are deeply responsible for 
not conceding sooner if they meant to surrender 
at all. But we are now told that there was 
viously a divided cabinet on this particular | 
méastre, and that it could not, therefore, be 
carried. Here, however, the reply is still plainer 
and more forcible. Never was there so super- 
ficial amexcuse put forth. Divided cabinet !— 
Who were they that caused the division in the 
preceding cabinet but those who now complain 
of it, and who, as it now appears, will suffer 
none to serve their king and but such as 
approve their altered plans, and cha at the 
word of command? Good God! ope is it fer 
ministers to talk to us about the government 
being previously divided upon this question as 
the only obstacie to its adjystment; those who, 
less than two short years ago, were so strictly 
and conscientiously devoted to the cause for 
which I now humbly contend, as to refuse to 
serve with one who was even favorable to eman- 
cipation, and who therefore deserted the King in 
a body, painful as it no doubt was to them, rather 
than todo so. This was the man with whom 
the present ministers could net act, and for a 
reason which vitiates their doings. 
_ One thing I cannot but ply regret as the 
inevitable consequence of these strange changes, 
however they may terminate, namely, the degra- 
dation of the character of public men in the es- 
timation of the people of England. These si- 
multaneous conversions are really disgusting— 
they argue not so much « change of principle as 
a total want of principle. 1 have nothing to do 
with motives of menj their actions, however, 
are open to animadvession; and I think I speak 
the language of plain English honesty when I 
say, that no power, however formidable—no 
promises, however alluring—no rewards, hew- 
ever great—should me to such a course. 
Were I to accept a ae robe of nobility on 
such conditions, I would take hint from the 
church, whose intefests 1 should then have to 
espouse, and wear, in the way of a penance, a 
shirt of hair next my recreant skin for the re- 
mainder of my life. There is, 1 admit, such « 
th as a conscientious conversion, and I honor 
et t is, badar of very rare rua ace 
where opinions have been previously well weigh- 
ed and long and posberetingly maintained. 
There is, sir, a much more common thi Fe oo 
tacy—[hear]—and can the people of Eng and 
forbear to suspect this to be the case, when they 
view with dismay these infectious conversions, 
and behold whole ranks of men fgce about at 
the word of command? They will, I am per- 
suaded, look no more to the summits of society 
for their guides on these sacred matters—the’ 
gilded weathercocks who may face to-day the 
pole-star of truth and consistency, and turn their 
backs upon it to-morrow. As an instance how 
Pe these political tergiversations have of- 
fended the honest principles of the people, and 
shaken their confidence in public men, | will just 
mention what occurred to me during my recent 
contested election. I solicited one whose prin- 
ciples I learnt were precisely the same as my 
own, and especially on this vital point. My 
surprise was great when he peremptorily refused 
me his vote, and with some heat. He declared, 
indeed, his warm devotion to the protestant in- 
terest, which I assumed as a fair ground for his 
support, and I expressed my principles accord- 
ingly, and my determination to adhere to them. 
But he cut me short, ‘‘ I have done,”’ said he, 
‘* with the pledges, or principles, or promises of 
public men; they have apostatised—so will you. 
I will give you no vote. David said in his baste 
—I say deliberately, ‘‘all men are liars.” 
(Loud laughter, and cries of hear.) But, sir, 
it is these sudden conversions, apostacies—call 
them what you will—which have made up this 
so much boasted majority, influenced by every 
variety of motive, and formed of the most discor- 
dant materials, Meantime nothing can be more 
ludicrous than the figure some cut in this politi- 
cal medley. ‘‘Misery,’’ says Shakspeare, ‘“‘makes 
men acquainted with strange bed-fellows,”” so 
does political delinquency (Loud laughter and 
cheers.) Who for instance would have thought 
the hon. member for Somersetshire, and his late 
talented and.acute opponent, Mr. H. Hunt, 
would have been so soon yoke fellows in the 
glorious c@use of Roman Catholic emancipation 
—and so of the rest. They, however, do agree; 
andI may add in the words of Sheridan’s Critic, 
when they do agree their unanimity is wonder- 
ful. I make no personal allusions here, the 
leaders in this wheeling Ihave no doubt 
are honourable men—so are they all, all ** ho- 
nourable men.’ One thing [ am, however, 
bound to admit—those who have long, constant.

Sauce Hovsron résigned the station of 
Governor of Tenxxassex, on the 16th of 
LApril; and, according to the provisions of 
the constitution of the State, has been+suc- 
ceeded by the Speaker of the Senate, Ge- 
neral Witttam Hat, who took the oath of 
oifice on the same day. In his letter of 
resignation, Governor Hovsron says:— 
“That veneration for public opinion, by 
which I have measured every act of my offi- 
cial life, has taught me to hold no delegated 
power which would not be daily renewed by 
my constituents, could the choice be daily 
submitted to a sensible expression of their 
will. And although shielded by a perfect 
consciousness of undiminished claim to the 
confidence and support of my fellow citizens, 
yet delicately circumstanced as | am, and by 
my own misfortunes, more than by the fault 
or contrivance of any one, overwhelmed by 
sudden calamities, it is certainly due to my- 
self, and more respectful to the world, that I 
should retire from a position, which, in the 
public judgment, I might seem to occupy 
by questionable authority.” 








An act was passed by the New Yorx 
LeaistaTure, on the 29th of April, “to 
create a fund in aid of the Society for the 
reformation of Juvenile Delinquents in the 
city of New Yorx.” It provides, among 
other things, that after the commencement 
of the present month, no theatre or circus 
shall be opened in the city without a license., 
from the Mayor; such license to continue 
in force until the first day of May ensuing 
the grant thereof. For licensing each the- 
atre the Mayor is to receive five hundted 
dollars, and for each circus two hundred 
and fifty;-which he is directed to pay over 
to the Treasurer of the Society for whose 
benefit the act is designed. Imprisonment 
not exceeding three months, or a fine of one 
hundred dollars for each day is the penalty 
for opening an unlicensed theatre or circus. 
The sum of one dollar and fifty cents, to be 
paid by the commissioners of excise to the 
same society, is imposed on each tavern ]i- 
cense, in addition to the amount fixed by 
previous laws. But the most important 
provisions are contained in the following 
section:—The Commissioners of Health, 
mentioned in the 11th and 12th sections of 
title 4, chap. XIV. of the first part of the 
revised statutes, shall pay out of the monies 
received by them for the use of the Marine 
Hospital, $8000 annually, in quarterly pay- 
ments of two thousand dollars each, com- 
mencing on the first day of May next, to the 
Treasurer of the Society for the reformation 
of Juvenile Delinquents in the city of New- 
York, for the use of the said society; which 
sum of $8000 shall be part of the surplus 
nd not in addition thereto, directed to be 
paid said Treasurer by the above mentioned 
11th section; an:! the said Commissioners 
of Health shall pay over annually to the 
Comptroller of the State, on or.before the 
first day of April, the balance that may re- 
main of the said surplus fund after paying 
the $8000 as aforesaid, and the balance of 
the said surplus so paid to the Comptroller 
shall be invested by him in some secure 
manner at interesi, and the said fund shall 
be kept distinct and separate, and shall be 
denominated the “ mariner’s fund.” 

How fer this law is likely to prove ac- 
ceptable, it is not easy to judge from the 
New Yorx papers, in which the subject 
seems to be treated with more than usual 
reserve. The Gazette gives the follow- 
ing account of its reception in the Common 
Council:—“ Mr. Bryson hoped that the 
act would be ascirculated widely as possible, 
that it migbt meet the universal execration of 
the community. Ald. Peters said there 
could be no doubt where the law came 
from. It came from the House of Refuge, 
by the way of Albany. Mr. Bfyson pro- 
posed that the Counsel be instructed, while 
in Albany, to procure a repeal of the law.-— 
Ald. Brown (4th ward) thought the law a 
very good one, and would have been willing 
to have made the penalties heavier. The

It was a mea- 
sure unbeard of, that the Legislature should 
pass.so important a Jaw, aot emanating 
from the Common Council, and upon which 
they had expressed no opinion. Neither 
did it appear that the citizens had been con- 
sulted. He thought it a kind of insult to 
the Board. The bill was then referred to 
the Law Committee. Mr. Bryson then 
moved that the Counsel be instructed to 
procure, if possible, the repeal of the law 
during the present session of the Legisla- 
ture. Ald. Palmer hoped the metion 
would not prevail. He considered it inde- 
corous to adopt it without first examining 
the bill. Mr. Strong was in favour of the 
motion—no matter bow excellent the bill 
should be, he was opposed to its heing en- 
acted inthis way. He considered it an im- 
propriety on the part of the Legislature to 
adopt such a law without first consulting the 
board. Mr. Brvson said his principal ob- 
jection to the bill was the tax upon the sal- 
lors. He would be willing, if it should be 
necessary, to double the tax upon grocers, 
theatres, &&c. but he was opposed to in- 
creasing that upon sailors. The'discussion 
of Mr. Bryson’s motion was cut short by a 
motion to adjourn, which prevailed. 





A musical review, in the ATLAs, of a new edi- 
tion of Mozarr’s concestos, commences with 
some lively remarks, which we think may be 
safely recommended to the ladies:—‘ It was 
Sre1se.rT who first made the public that fatal 
present of the “* Air varied for the Pianoforte,’’ 
(a form of composition easy to the most bung- 
ling author,) which has by degrees destroyed the 
traces of consistent thinking and, design in the 
generality of musical writings, and led to a pro- 
digious abusing of many excellent pewter plates, 
and great waste of paper. We can hardly open 
a pew publication without uttering @ pecvish eja- 
culation, on finding in it some Divertimento, de- 
dicated to the Right Hon. Lady Drumthwacket; 
of, fir with variations, to Miss Amelia Flani- 
gan: before we looked, we could swear to the 
contents of such pieces, that they were full of 
emptiness. “This kind of black looking music, 
formidable to the beholder, but withal as easy to 
play as unmeaning to hear, ft for the library of 
a watering place—or still better to make a noise 
at an evening party, where every one chatters, 
and nobody listens to the young lady who is 
skirling on the pianoforte, end making the most 
prodigious runs of 105 demisemiquavers to a mi- 


‘nim; this sort of music, we think, has had its 


day. Nature is not to he put upon the shelf for 
ever and ever; some shrewd mammas will, at 
last, think that if that be music which their 
daughters play, there is nothing. in music—that 
it is all affectation or delusion. But let them 
ask for the compositions of Mozart, Dussrex, 
Hum™et, Cramer, and they will find that 
even in pianoforte music there is something in- 
telligible and delightful. For a long time a tri- 
ple alliance had been formed against the progress 
of sterling works for the pianoforte, and it is 
matter of surprise to us that there should exist 
as much good taste as there Goes. The alliance 
of which we speak existed between the pupils, 
the music masters, and the music sellers. The 
girls (poor innocents!) were deluded; it was na- 
tural that they should like to play music that 
made their morning tasks easy—masters brought 
the lightest pieces possible, because the sooner 
they were learned the more the scholar appear- 
ed to improve, and the more music was required ; 
venders, whose business was with the eum total 
of the invoice, and not with the quality of the 
goods, were never without a supply of the most 
saleable article. Thus, from opera 1 to 100 of 
the above-mentioned good masters lay undisturb- 
ed in their dusty envelopes on the music shelves 
of a warchouse; while the newest rubbish of 
rondos, &c., was kept daintily onthe counter, or 
pecked off into the country by bales. We might 
purchase a good deal of nothing for 3s. and 6d., 
for extra inanity, including some good flights of 
semitomes—we paid at about the rate of 5s.— 
This mercantile state of the musical art in Eng- 
land, which was in its highest prosperity a few 
years ago, is daily giving way to a fitter system. 
If Thompson or Johnson would then write for 
the music shops, it was required that they should 
have a name, or answer for the sale of a certain 
number of copies, or else compose to order.— 
Had either concentered within himself all the 
genius of Mozart, Harpn, and BertuHoven, 
and written immortal works, he could not have 
sold them for as much as would have bought 
him a single red herring, unless he could comply 
with the publisher's requisitions. In consequence 
of the indifference which was shown at the time 
we speak of, by the principal music sellers, to 
the character of their publications, merchants 
of foreign music started up one by one; and their 
establishments have infused so much spirit into 
former owes, that with the present increase of 
dilettanti, we have no doabt but the best stock 
of a music shop is at present found under the old 
pames. Harpn's sonatas may be out of fa- 
sbion, but they can never become lumber—never 
antiquated and inelegant—because they are 
founded on principles of the purest taste. We 
care not for what is new, unless it be good, and 
#0 augment the stock of our pleasure; therefore 
the modern freaks of Mc. Caznny may chase 
the worthless old concertos of Cuaistian 
Bacu into everlasting oblivion as soon as con- 
venient—nothing will be lost by their absence.

Some 
may smile at such tours de force as are required 
in Mozart's concertos (the Czernytes especial- 
ly;) but let such hear Mr. Cramer play them, 
and that meaning is finer than towrs de force. 
These concertos were written at atime when 
design and melody were more esteemed than 
strings of unconnected passages, and by a mas- 
ter who desired in the performer sense and feel- 
ing instead of the-qualifications of a mountebank. 
Gynoece and Carrwey rank equally high in 
our estimation; one leaps over a stick well—the 
other scampers over the keys of a pianoforte—- 
the result upon the company present is the same. 
We need only reqvest an intelligent musical stu- 
dent to compare Mozart's concerns with those 
of the day, to convince him that models of the 
pure style call for recommendation, and that ef- 
fect may be combinéd with melody.”’

‘*IT am the Kham of Tartary,’’ said the bloated 
inmate of a narrow prison as he waved his scep- 
tre of straw. ‘** lam the Queen of Canals,’’ 
says the goed city of Philadelphia, as it makes 
its State of Pennsylvania spend millions upon 
millions to prove its claims to the title. The 
sentiments and belief of the by-standers are 
not much different in the two cases. ‘The 
madness of the Baltimoreans, however, is 
of a generous nature, and their ruin will 
injure no one but themselves—they subscribe 
to their own schemes the means of trying their 
usefulness, and if they fail, they do it with a full 
knowledge of the risk they run. ‘The Philadel- 
phians, however, have completely made the 
rest of the state of Pennsylvania subservient to 
their projects. If there is a loss it fatls upon 
those who have no voice in planning the mode 
of expenditure, the hewers of wood and draw- 
ers of water to the good cily- The Philadel- 
phians jose nothing.

The individual capital that is embark- 
ed is trifling in comparison with the accumu- 
lated millions obtained from the State, to pay 
the interests on which, the pockets of those 
least interested in the Philiadelphie Canals, are 
entered and will be emptied by the tax gather- 
er. *“*Quem Deus vull perdere, prius demen- 
tal.’’—is well illustrated by the practice at the 
present day of the City of Philapelphia, and 
its State of Pennsylvania—Conscience should 
admonish the Philadelphians of the character 
of their schemes and make them silent. If 
the Baltimoreans fail, they alone are injured. 
If the Philadelphians fail, and upless experience 
lies they must fail, the ruin will be felt in every 
corner of a mighty State.
